Clarificatory Note 

The following Is only a clarlflcaiory note and does not form part of the Order.— 

The effect of this Order would be that certified seeds which include seeds of 
hybrid maize, hybrid jowar, hybrid bajra, wheat, paddy, peas etc., certified as 
such by the National Seeds Corporation Ltd., would be exempted from movement 
restrictions Imposed under the orders mentioned in the Schedule.

G.S.R. 693.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) and sub-rule 
(3) of rule 125 of the Defence of India Rules, 1962 and of all other powers enabling 
it in this behalf, the Central Government hereby makes the following Order 
further to amend the Delhi Rationed Articles (Movement Control) Order, 1965. 

1. This Order may be called the Delhi Rationed Articles (Movement Control) 
Fourth Amendment, Order, 1966. 
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2, It shall come into force at once. 

3. In the Delhi Rationed Articles (Movement Control) Order, 1965, after item 
(ii) in the first proviso to clause 3, the following item shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“(iii) being seeds certified as such by or under the authority of the National 
Seeds Corporation Limited. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this item, exemption is in respect of 
certified seeds which are certified as such by the National Seeds Cor¬ 
poration Limited,'’
